healthy. But how often do we hear about num- 
bers of birds being found dead after a severe 
storm. What is more, wild birds only lay in 
tne spring of the ‘year. When man upsets na- 
ture’s laws to supply human wants, he should 
stop quoting nature’s ways. Our present-day hen 
which lays, or is apenter to lay, full one hundred 
and eighty to two hundred eggs a year, is a very 
different creature to the wild hen which thrived 
under natural conditions, and she must be pro- 
vided with better food, housing and care, to keep 
her up to our modern ideas. Feeding should be 
heavy just now; most of the old birds will be 
getting over the moult, and require extra rations 
to restore their lost vitality. If it must be bought, 
don’t grudge the money for clover hay and a 


bone-mill, for they are the two best aids the 
poultryman has. 
Several correspondents have asked how the 


butter-tub drinking: fountain, which I have re- 
ferred to in previous numbers, was made; so I 
have had the accompanying picture made, which 





corn crib is not tight; they eat all they want, and 
are awfully fat. I get very few eggs; only about 
seven a day from sixty hens. I may add they are 
in the clover hay barn continually. 

A.—If you are to get any profits from keeping hens 
you must either yard them in or contrive some method 
to prevent the unlimited supply of corn. Your fowls 
are dying from apoplexy brought on by excessive 
fat. No medicine will do any good until you re- 
move the cause. Probably you lose many eggs from 
the hens stealing nests in the barn. 

If you can yard them, add half a teaspoonful of 
powdered muriate of ammonia to every quart of drink- 
ing water for one week. Feed cut c.over, hay, bran, 
oats, raw lean meat, plenty of vegetables and te Un- 
fortunately, this over-fat condition in the fall spoils 
the egg yield for the winter and is one of the most fre- 
quent causes of an absence of profit from poultry 
raising.

The usual troubles assailing poultry on 
most farms come from the feeding of only one of 
these elements; poor Biddy has to stuff herself all 
flesh and no warmth or all fat and no flesh. 

Kill a bird that has been fed on corn only and 
it will be heavy with layers of internal fat, but 
showing a very poor depth of breast meat. Balancing 
rations, trying to equalize flesh, fat (warmth) and 
mineral is not a very hard proposition when the 
yalues of even a few grains and plants are realized.

(2) that he can cut off his children from any rights 
of inheritance in his estate by his will, if his will 
is a valid one; (3) that if upon his death he leaves 
no will and no surviving widow, his estate would 
descend to his children and their descendants, if there 
be any. 

L. C,—Under the laws of the state from which 
you write, we are of the opinion, that upon the 
death of a man intestate, leaving a widow and minor 
children, upon application by the widow or guardian 
of the children a proper amount can be set aside for

(2) Young 
cattle become affected with lung worms (strongylus 
micrurus) on old, tainted Pastures. Best to house 
and yard feed them until one year old as a sure pre- 
ventire. Treat by injecting a turpentine and oil 
solution into the windpipe by means of a hypodermic 
syringe. This should be done by the veterinarian. (3) 
ne cows may have tuberculosis and certainly should 
be tested with tuberculin, but it is possible that they 
too cough because of lung worms which are trouble- 
some,.but not fatal to adult cattle.
